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In the Botany of the United States PLxplorino* Expedition diirino* 
the years 1838-1842, under the command of Charles Wilkes, S. 
Navy," there is given ^ an account of a plant found near Cakh‘ra, 
Mindanao, one of the Philippine Islands. Leaves and fruits were 
availal)le, and Asa Gray says, “ 1 thus record the plant und(‘r the name 
Euadi/ptws ntnltifiova Rich, given by Mr. KiclC in the collection." 

Bentham refers'^ to this specimen in the following words; 

A fifth species of Eucalyptus from a still more distant region, Mindanao, one of ilie 
Philippine Islands, is described by A. Gray in the Botany of the American lAplor- 
ing Expedition,^ under the name of E, nudtijlora Kich, from a sj>ecimen in leaf, and 
with a panicle of old fruits from which the calyx limb and operculum, if any, are 
fallen away and the open capsules have Install their seeds. The four-celled (not 
three-celled) capsule is the only character leading us to suppose that it may be a 
Eucalyptus rather than a Tristania or a Metrosideros. No mention of it occurs in 
Blanco’s Flora. 

It will thus be seen that the very identity of the genus of this plant 
was doubted by an eminent tuithority. 

A short timetigo, through the kindness of the Secretary of the Smith- 
sonian Institution, Washington. D. C. , 1 was al)h‘ to examine Gray's 
specimen. It is No. 25483 of the U. S. National Herbarium, and as 
it turns out to be identical with FAiathjptas infadiniana F. v. Miiller, 
E, midtiflora Kich, must fall because the name is pr(HK‘cupi('d (A, 
)nidtld(>rd Poiret, probably a synonym of E. p'd\d a ris Smith).'

American botanists.
